No student shall receive a
certificate of graduation wthout passing a satisfactory
exam nation upon such subjects.

Instruction shall be given in all such schools and
institutions in the nmethod of voting at elections by neans of
the Australian Ball ot systemand the nethod of the counting
of votes for candi dates.
